The various types of training include orientation sessions, , 
workshops, and college credit courses. .Approximately 69,400 chiLdren- 
are reported as participating. Nearly all (96 percent) come from 
public schools.

*dren in such preschool programs as Head Start/ ^ 

Follow Through was one of the Federal programs fpr which the j[^onsolidated Program Information Report 
(CPfR) collected universe data for the 1971-/2 fegular and 1972 summer school terms. CPIR-was designed to 
provide statistical information about Federal educational aid programs at the local level. The CPIR survey col- 
lected data in relation to both specific programs administered through the U.S. Office of Education and pupil 
population groups specified by legislation as target populations. These data focused ort the characteristics of - ' u 
the children who partiupated, the total staff involvj^d, and all expenditures mcurred m the operation of Federal 
programs by local school districts. " , ^ \^ 

The 150 agencies sponsormg Follow TTirough projects originpJIy contacted in the survey included local educa- 
tion agencies, multidistrict education agencies, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs. Approximately 95- percent (142) 
of these agencies respondpd to the Survey, and their reported data are summarized in this report.

* A total of S2,293,bOO was expended for preservice and inservice training for 8,300 staff members assigned to 
Follow Tlirougli projects, Tlie various types of training irtcluded orientation sessions, workshops, and college 
credit courses. Data on who received the training and at what cost are presented below by staff assignment: 

• About 84 percent of all staff members who received training were either teachers .or education aides (38 per- 
cent and 46 percent, respectively). Expenditures for their, training totaled 51,621,000, or 71 percent of total 
expenditures for all training. . p , ' 

• Expenditures per staff member trained, which were calculated from the ratio of expenditures to the number 
of staff members who received training, were highest for other professionals* excluding tcach(*rs ($730), and 
Jowest for education aides (S210).
